Chief Executive Quotes Fr om a Letter 


He Wrote Over a Y e a r Ago S a y i n g 


T h at Exact Justice Should Be Done 


These Men. 


Now York, Mav 6.— In a letter read 
before ‘lie Central 
Federated union. 
President Roosevelt states that if evi­ 
dence is submitted 
to him showing 
that there lins been a miscarriage of 
justice for or against Moyer and Hay­ 
wood, awaiting 
trial at Poise, 
Ida., 
charged with the murder 
of Former 
Governor Steunenberg, he will bring 
such evidence to the attention of the 
attorney general for 
such action, if 
any, as it may be in the power of the 
federal authorities to take. 
The communication was the formal 
reply of the president to tile commit­ 
tee of the union which recently called 
upon the president in Washington and 
requested him to set forth in general 
his attitude toward the accused mon 
and specifically why he had refer-ed 
to Moyer and Haywood as “undesir- i 
able citizens.” 
In making hts report, the chairman, 
.Trd'n !Tc">rv', saH that t^e committee 
had spent more t Ii a ti an hour with the 
president, at which time the matter 
in hand was thoroughly discussed. The 
president 
signified his 
intention of 
formally replying in the letter which 
the chairman then read. 
Following Die reading there was an 
animated discussion during which the 
chairman aud William 
Coakiey, an­ 
other member of the committee, stout­ 
ly chamnloned the attitude of the chief 
executive. 
Tt 
was finally 
voted to 
send a copy of the letter to counsel 
for Moyer and Haywood. 


Would See E xa ct Justice Done. 
Tn his reply tho president quotes at 
length from a letter written by him 
more than a year ago to the attornev 
general in which 
he says that “our 
d u t y is (if it should ever happen that 
we had any power in the matter), to 
see that exact 
justice is 
done these 
men.” 
The president's letter is addressed 
to Mr. John S. Henry 
of New York 
and is as follows: 
“When you in company with Messrs. 
Coakiey and Brown called upon me I 
read 
> 0 1 1 the letter I had written to 
the attorney general 
on March 25, 
1906. 
At your request 
I gladly sent 
you the following 
extract from that 
letter: 
“ ‘Our duty Is (if it should ever hap­ 
pen that we 
had any power 
in the 
matter) to see that 
exact justice is 
done those men. 
There 
must he no 
condonation 
of lawlessness 
on our 


Histed without any knowledge of tho

“ ‘So far as the unions are anxious

T T T o r r r that they are given their full 
legal rights and not condemned unless 
proved guilty of this specific aet, they 
pro ort bind to the cordial co-operation 
cf all just and fair minded citizens. So 
far as by any action or by murderous 
and treasonable language such as that 
quoted above from Debs (and others) 
they tend to bring pressure to beat up­ 
on thf state authorities and the courts 
to obstruct the course of justice and 
to render 
it difficult to 
convict the 
men if guilty, they are equally with­ 
out stint to be condemned: and any­ 
thing that the federal authorities can 
do In either event to further the cause 
of inst ice is to lie done.’ 
“ In response to your question, it is, 
I trust, needless for me to say that if 
at any time you or otty one else can 
submit to me any evidence showing 
that there bas been a miscarriage of 
justice for or against Messrs. Moyer 
and Haywood which you believe it. is 
in my power to remedy, I wdll at once 
bring such evidence to the attention 
of the attorney general 
to have him 
givp it the fullest consideration and 
to take thereon such action, if any, as 
it may be in the power of the federal 
authotities to take.”

WAGES 
ARE 
HIGH 
ENOUGH 


Decision 
of 
Secretary 
T a ft 
Affects 
Canal Employes. 
Washington, May 6.—A far-reaching 
decision of 
Secretary Taft 
affecting 
rates of pay, hours of labor, etc., on 
he Isthmus of Panama following ids 
recent personal 
investigation of the 
various complaints received here from 
tine to time was made public at the 
White House after President Roose­ 
velt had given his approval to the sec­ 
retary's 
recommendations. 
The 
de­ 
cision applies to three classes of canal 
employes, first., steam shovel men, em­ 
bracing engineers, cranemen and fire­ 
men; second, construction locomotive 
engineers, 
and, 
third, 
construction 
train conductors. 
Much attention is then given to the 
question of wages to the steam shovel 
men, who on March 1 last applied for 
increases. 
Taking figures officially submitted, 
an average of wages 
paid by eighty 
firms through the United States would 
be f 102 for cranemen 
and for engi­ 
neers $152. 
Secretary Taft says: 
“After giving the 
matter the con­ 
sideration which its 
importance de­ 
serves and after weighing tin' compa­ 
rative advantages which the Isthmian 
shovel men enjoy over their brothers 
in the States with tile disadvantages 
which they have to bear in going to 
and 
living on 
the Isthmus, 
I have 
reached the conclusion that the exist­ 
ing standard of pay for the shovel en­ 
gineer 
and apriori for the cranesmen 
is a liberal one, and ought not to be 
Increased except under some provision 
of reasonable increaser—applicable to 
all veteran skilled 
employes of the 
commission 
who are 
paid by 
class 
rates. 
As 
already 
seen. the 
rates 
paid to the Isthmian shovel engineers 
are certainly from 25 to 35 per cent 
higher than the average of those paid 
In the States, and this by no means 
states all the difference in favor of 
the Isthmian terms of employment.’

steam shovel man on the Isthmus has 
as pointed <<nt by the secretary, are an 
eight-hour day, six weeks leave of ab 
sence on full pay, 
twenty days sick 
leave with full pay, 
free houses or 
quarters and free medical attendance 
and hospital service.

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OPENING OF NAVIGATION. 


Later Than Usual T h i s Year on the 
Great Lakes. 
Buffalo, N. Y., May 6.—The opening 
of tho navigation of the Great Lakes 
restores one of the greatest channels 
of natural traffic in the United States 
if not in the entire world, extending 
from the Atlantic seaboard to tile re 
motest points of the Northwest by wra 
of the Erie canal from New York t 
Buffalo, through the 
chain of Great 
Lakes from Buffalo to Superior, Du 
luth and many intermediate points and 
thence 
westward over 
innumerable 
railway routes. 
Thus each year from 
the breaking of the ice in the spring 
to tho freezing days of November thl 
link in a vast system of exchange 
farthest East to the farthest West atid 
then back again with Western grain 
and other products—is re-established 
with Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee and innumerable other points 
contributing as “feeders.” 
The opening of navigation this year 
has been later than usual. 
The first 
two vessels to attem pt the heavy ice 
floes on Lake Erie were caught in the 
ice jams and were unable to proceed 
up tile lake or return to port. 
It was 
well on toward the middle of April be­ 
fore the fleet got 
into clear water. 
The ice is still coming down the lake 
in huge floes, but 
there is sufficient 
clear wator to permit vessels to make 
the trip up the lake without serious 
delay. 
The grain fleets are already on their 
way from Duluth and Superior to the 
East, while the great ore carriers of 
the United States Steed corporation 
have started for the upper lakes.

able parties from a saloon was not a 
part of the bartenders duties, and the 
firm was not repsonsible for his acts in 
that capacity.
